New York, May 4.—When the chair- 
man of a mass meeting, held tonight, in 
!Cooper Union, by thirty-two organiza- 
itions, composed of Americans of Irish 
birth or descent, refused to receive a 
resolution calling upon President Wilson 
and congress to intercede in behalf of 
Irish independence, a riot broke out, 
which resulted in the ejection of more 
than thirty persons from the hall and 
which was not quelled until 200 police- 
men made free use of their clubs. 

When Trouble Began. 

The trouble began at the close of a 
speech by former United States Senator 
James F. O'Gorman, when Richard F. 
Dalton, a young Long Island city law- 
yer, arose and addressed the chair. 

“I have Hstened with attention to 
what has been said by the previous 
speakers,” Dalton cried, “but I have 
heard no word said about home rule.” 
Then he drew a typewritten paper from 
his pocket. 

“You cannot read that,” declared 
Chief Magistrate William McAdoo, the 
chairman, but the young man was 
persistent and had started to read his 
resolution when he was seized by two 
detectives and carried to the nearest 
exit. 

Instantly cries of “free speech,” “gag 
rule,” “We want home rule,” and “Down 
with England!” came from all parts of 
the hall. These shouts were drowned 
out with “clan calls” and the entire 
audience arose. Flags of the Irish re- 
public were waved by hundreds in the 
audience. . 

Women stood up on chairs and cried 
at the top of their voices: “We will 
fight for Atherica, but down with Eng- 
land!”’ 


New York, May 4.—(By Associated 
Press. From European Cables of the 
Day.)—French troops in a new of- 
fensive along the Aisne have captured 
the village of Craonne and the first 
German line on a front of 2% miles 
northwest of Rheims. 


Craonne is at the eastern end of the 
Vauclerc plateau, the scene of much 
desperate fighting recently, and its 
possession by the Germans placed a 
falient in the French line paralleling 
the Chemin-Des-Dames and the Aisne 
river. The French not only straight- 
ened out their line and gained a strate- 
gic position for a further advance on 
the Vauclerc plateau, but also took 
more than 150 prisoners. 


Advancing northwest of Rheims on 
a front of two and a half miles, the 
French carried the first German line 
and took 600 prisoners. Craonne is six 
miles northwest of Berry-au-Bac, 
which Berlin gives as the western ex- 
tremity of the French attacking line 
northwest of Rheims. Berlin asserts 
that the French attacks was repulsed 
between Berry-au-Bac and Brimont, 
about six miles north of Rheims. 

Attacks by British troops on the Ar- 
ras front from east of Vimy south to 
Bullecourt have stopped for the mo- 
ment while Field Marshal Haig’s sol- 
diers strengthen the positions taken on 
Thursday. Both the British and Ger- 
mans apparently have been worn out by 
continuous attacks and counter at- 
tacks of the last two days and the As- 
sociated Press correspondent with the 
British armies reports that while the 
infantrymen rest the artilleries con- 
tinue their bombardments. 

London reports the capture of more 
than 900 prisoners in the attack on the 
Arras front Thursday and early Fri- 
day which resulted in the capture of 
Fresnoy and other sectors of the Ger- 
man line. Berlin admits the loss of 
Fresnoy, but says the British were re-. 
pulsed elsewhere and,that the Germans 
took 1,000 prisoners. 

From the other battle fronts come re- 
ports only of scouting and reconnoit- 
ering raids and artillery duels, except 
for a Russian attack in the Suchitza 
valley, Rumania, which Berlin says was 
repulsed.

GREATLY MODIFIED 


Drastic Administration Pro- 
vision Stricken by House 
and a More Liberal Section 
Is Adopted. 


Washington, May 4.—The espionage 
bill was passed by the house late today 
with a modified censorship provision, 


an insistent fight for retention of the 
original section aimed at the publica- 
‘tion of news of value to the enemy. 
The final vote was 260 to 105. 

Consideration of a similar measure 
continued in the senate during the day, 
and there, too, the administration suf- 
fered a defeat. An export embargo 
amendment, about which the fight in 
the senate has centered, was modified 
so as to substitute for the general au- 
thority proposed in a provision to em- 
power the president to restrict exports 
in specific cases when American goods 
are reaching the enemy. 

In the house the entire administra- 
tion censorship section was rejected 
by a vote of 220 to 167, despite pleas 
of Representative Webb, chairman of 
the judiciary committee, that, Presi- 
dent Wilson had sent him word that 
the authority sought was “absolutely 
necessary.” Later a new section, drawn 
by Representative Gard, of Ohio, was 
adopted, 190 to 185. It weuld permit 
the president to prohibit publication of 
news regarding the national defense, 
but would provide specifically for a 
jury trial for offenders and make con- 
viction dependent upon proof that mat- 
ter published was of a character use- 
ful to an enemy.

The New Censorship Section. 
The new section, drafted by Repre-

“During any national emergency re- 
sulting from S war in which the United 
States is a party or from imminence of 
such war, the publication, wilfully and 
without proper author 
mation relating to the national defense 
that is, or may be, useful to the enemy, 
is hereby prohibited; and the president 
is hereby authorized to declare by proc- 
lamation the existence of such national 
emergency and is hereby authorized 
from time to time by proclamation to 
declare the character of such informa- 
tion which is or may be useful to the 
enemy; and in any 
saan. the jury trying the case shall 
determine not only whether the de- 
fendant or defendants did wilfully and 
without proper authority publish the 
information relating to the national de- 
fense as set out in the indictment, but 
also whether such information was of 
such character as to be useful to the 
enemy. Provided: That nothing in this

“Today's meeting of the troops before 
the Marinsky palace apparently was the 
result of a misunderstanding created by 
agitators who used the government note 
to excite the soldiers. A majority of 
the soldiers, however, have shown that 
they fully understand the best inter- 
ests of democracy and only a small 
minority has taken part in the anti- 
government demonstration. Most of the 
troops have declared themselves ready 
to support and defend the temporary 
government. The Petrograd garrison 
as ~ whole stands with the govern- 
ment.”’ 


Many proclamations signed by mem- 
bers of various regiments, appeared on 
walls this morning, declaring support 
of the government. A representative 
of the council of workmen and soldiers 
asked the journalists to publish the 
fact that the council does not approve 
of yesterday’s demonstration on the 
part of troops, that the demonstration 
was created by persons unknown to 
the council and that the council imme- 
diately took steps to prevent other 
troops joining it and caused the man- 
ifestants to return to their barracks as 
soon as possible. 

Although the sentiment of the wark- 
men’s and soldiers’ council apparently 
is against extreme measures, unless 
they are absolutely necessary, every 
speaker at the meeting emphasized the 
contention that the power in Russia 
rests in the hands of the representa- 
tives of the workmen and soldiers and 
that they are determined to enforce 
their views upon the temporary gov- 
ernment or immediately dispossess it 
and construct a government of their 
own liking.

there came from the battle front to- 
night only the dull roar of the never- 
ending artillery duel. 

There was atiff fighting all thrpugh 
last night and early today, as the Ger- 
mans threw heavy reserves into coun- 
ter attacks which cost them dearly. 
These counter attacks succeeded only 
in the neighborhood of Cherisy, where 
the British troops fell back from the 
more advanced posts occupied early 
yesterday. 

The new British line on the war maps 
has the appearance of jigsaw puzzle 
and really reflects the severity of the 
fighting which has surged back and 
forth during the last 48 hours. There 


are various “pockets” in the front that 
remain to be cleared out and the ar- 
tillery today was paying particular at- 
tention to them. The guns also make 
life very unpleasant for the German 
inhabitants of Oppy wood. 

The Canadians resisted all attempts 
to drive them from their newly won 
position at Fresnoy and further south 
British troops which penetrated another 
sector of the Hindenburg line were 
holding tight to their gains. New Ger- 
man units constantly are being identi- 
fied among the prisoners taken. 

Meanwhile, the German artillery is 
making targets of the villages wrested 
from the Cormens in the last two 
weeks, Gavrelle, Bailleul, Arleux, Fres- 
noy and Monchy are being ground to 
power by the thousands of high explo- 
sive shells in accordance with the Ger- 
man custom of “Strafing” every place 
from which they are driven. 7 

The scene of the fighting has be- 
come more visible since the British 
took such high ground during the first 
phase of the battle of Arras. It now 
is possible to look far over the Douai 

lain. From the Vimy ridge and the 

eights about Monchy the war spreads 
out below in a great panoramic pic- 
ture. 

The recent activity of the German 
artillery- lent far more color to the 
scene. The entire battle zone seems 
at times to be canopied by flying shells. 
The barrage curtains set up here and 
there appear in the distance like im- 
mense artists’ palates daubed with 
splotches of redfi brown, white, black, 
gray and pink. There is real artistry 
in a well placed barrage and under 
such a one British infantrymen ad- 
vance with a sureness born of ever-in- 
creasing confidence in the efficiency 
of their gunners. 

It is possible from the heights to 
look upon pretty little French vil- 
lages far back of the shell fire area 
and to see cities like Douai, Cambrai 
and one cannot but 
wonder what will be their fate as the 
occupying Germans are broken loose 
from their-nearly three years’ grip on 
this industrially wealthy section of 
France. 

From the high ground it is possible 
nowadays to see also another phase 
of the war—the devotion to duty of 
the Red Cross stretcher-bearers. They 
can be seen from _time to time emerg- 
ing from the smoke of the firing line 
and carrying the wounded ‘back to the 
first aid stations. They can be seen 
depositing their stretchers and, with- 
out a moment's hesitation go trudging 
back into the very thick of the battle 
with shells bursting all about them. 

They are not immune—these non- 
combatants—-for the shells have a dis- 
tinctly imperso way of killing most 
of those with tthey come in con- 
tact. In the as ew days’ fighting 
the Associated Press correspondent has 
seen stretcher-bearers fall under the 
fire. They seem to have a valor all 
their own. They have none of the ex- 
citment of the actual fighting and must 
go coolly’ about their duty with death 
ever néar them. The row remara- 
ably indifferent to their fate and there 
is never a word of command heeded to 
keep them at their tasks. 


BRITISH AHEAD 
OF SCHEDULE. 


Washington, May 4.—The British 
forces on the western front are two 
weeks ahead of their attacking sched- 
ule, according to a cablegram received 
here today by Secretary Balfour from 
the foreign office. The advance, it said, 
has been much faster than expected 
and the losses smaller. 

The losses were said to be only one- 
half as large proportionally as those on 
the Somme offensive last year. This 
is attributed by members of the mis- 
sion to an incomparably better artil- 
lery preparation and the fact that the 
men are not allowed to out-run the 
guns. 


GERMAN POSITIONS 
TAKEN BY FRENCH 
IN RHEIMS SECTOR 


‘Paris, May 4.—Northwest of Rheims 
French troops have taken the first Ger- 
man line, on a front of about two and 
a half miles, capturing 600 prisoners 
in the operation. 

On the eastern end of the Vauclerc 
plateau, the statement from the war 
office this evening adds, the village of 
Craonne has been captured by the 
French. More than 150 prisoners as 
well as several points of support east 
and north of Craonne also fall into 
the hands of General Nivelle’s forces. 

The text of the statement reads: 

“During the day in an operation 
splendidly carriéd out we gained pos- 
session of the village of Craonne and 
several points of support east and 
north of that locality. The number 
-of prisoners accounted for up to the 
present is 150. 

“To the northwest of Rheims, after 
a heavy artillery preparation, we start- 
ed this morning an attack in which our 
troops have captured the first German 
line on a front of four kilometres. We 
have taken about 600 prisoners, in- 
cluding eight officers. 

“In the Champagne the ~ artillery 
fighting has been violent all day in 
the region to the south and southwest 
of Moronvilliers; There is nothing to 
report from the rest of the front. 

“Belgian Communication: ‘Intermit- 

tent cannonades have occurred on sev- 
eral parts of the front.’ 
' “Allied aviators bombarded the Ger- 
man aviation center at Ghistelles 
(Flanders) on the night of May 3-4. 
Belgian aviators alone dropped 1,500 
kilograms of projectiles.”

British troops yesterday only succeed- 
ed in taking Fresnoy and “small por- 
tions of our foremost trenches near 
Bullecourt,” says the official statement 
issued today by the Germany army 
headquarters staff. 

The battle against the English, the 
German statement adds, is continuing 
today. The Germans. took more than 
1,000 prisoners. 

Strong English cavalry forces, the 
announcement declares, have been as- 
sembled southeast of Arras. 

North of the Soissons-Rheims line 
the artillery duel again is in full 
swing, according to the German state- 
ment. Yesterday the British and French 
lost ten airplanes on the western front. 

The statement follows: 

“Front of Crown Prince Rupprecht: 
On the Arras front between Acheville 
and Queant, along a stretch of 18 
miles, a fresh British attempt to break 
through has failed, although made by 
from sixteen to seventen divisions 
after the strongest development of ar- 
Poly gad power. From dawn until late 
into the night repeated attacks by the 
British broke down before our lines 
and under our counter attacks. The 
enemy only succeeded in forcing his 
way into Fresnoy. Near  Bullecourt 
small portions of our foremost trenches 
remained in the enemy’s hands. The 
battle was continuing early today. 

“The behavior of the men was un- 
Surpassable. Aside from heavy san- 
guinary losses inflicted on the enemy 
we captured more than 1,000 prisoners. 
The fact that the enemy had assem- 
bled strong’ British cavalry forces 
southeast of Arras shows what hopes 
en had placed upon this at- 
ack. 

“Front of Crown Prince Frederick 
William: North of the Soissons- 
Rheims line the artillery battle is in 
full swing. It has increased to great 
intensity between the Aisne and Bri- 
mont, where our batteries subjected to 
their destructive fire filled enemy 
trenches. Laon has again been shell- 
ed by the French. 

“Near and west of Braye and on the 
Winterberg to the west of Craonne 
several French attacks broke down 
with severe losses under our infantry 
and artillery fire.

Washington, May 4.—The full 
strength of the first war army or- 
ganized under the selective draft bill 
will be 18,538 officers and 528,659 en- 
listed men, making up eighteen war 
atrengeth divisions complete in every 
@rm and supplemented by sixteen regi- 
ménts of heavy field artillery, equipped 
with large caliber howitzers. 

Virtually every detail of plans of 
raising, training, equipping and or- 
ganizing this force has been carefully 
worked out by the war department and 
the selection of the men will begin 
as soon as the draft measure becomes 
law. Conferees of the senate and 
house hope to agree upon disputed fea- 
tures tomorrow so as to send the bill

to the president for his signature early 
next week. 


How Divisions Will Be Formed.

Make Up of a Division. 

Each infantry division will consist 
of nine full regiments of infantry, 
three regiments of field artillery, one 
regiment of cavalry, one regiment of 
engineers, one division hospi and four 
camp infirmaries. The total strength 
of the sixteen will be 15,022 officers and 
439,792 men. 

The two caval divisions combined 
will have 1,214 officers and 32,062 fight- 
ing men, including mounted engineers 
and horse artillery units and each will 
have also its divisional hospital and 
camp infirmaries. 

The proportion

500,000 will be 666 officers and 20,000 
men with requisite medical troops. 

Supplementing these tactical units 
will be the sixteen regiments of heavy 
fleld artillery, strength 768 officers and 
21,104 men; eight aero squadrons, or 
one new squadron to each two new in- 
fantry divisions; eight balloon compa- 
nies: ten field hospitals; ten ambulance 
companies, twenty-two fleld bakeries; 
six telephone battalions; sixteen pack 
companies; six ammunition trains and 
six supply trains. 

In preparation for the enormous task 
of training this great army, the exist- 
ing regular establishment and the na- 
tional guard is being brought to full 
war strength. The regulars when all 
five additional increments provided for 
in the national defense act have been 
added, will total 11,233 officers and 293,- 
000 men of all arms. 

Upon the president's approval of the 
army bill, the first increment will be 
added to the regulars. As soon as possi- 
ble thereafter the remaining increments 
will be created, existing regiments be- 
ing divided and expanded to form the 
new units.

As there exists al- 
ready one vacancy in the grade of brig- 
adier general, nineteen new general 
officers must be appointed soon and the 
army bill provides that the president 
may select these men from any source. 


{In any event the present general offi- 


cers of wide experience probably will 
be selected, as far as possible, to com- 
mand divisional camps. 

The full strength of the national 
guard units now existing will be 9,847 
officers and 329,954 men, giving a total 
regular and national guard force to be 
whipped into shape before the new 
army is called of 21,080 officers and 
622,954 men. New units must be crea- 
ted, however, to fill out tactical or- 
ganiaztions and probably the total of 
this first force will exceed 700,000 ac- 
tive troops, backed by about 250,000 
more in the regimental recruit bat- 
talions. 

From this force will be formed 
eighteen divisions corresponding to the 
organiaztion of the first new army. 
From it also early in September will 
be drawn some 20,000 officers and non- 
commissioned officers who will consti- 
tute the framework on which the new 
army. will be shaped. They will be

| HOOVER 


WILL REPORT 
ON FOOD CONDITIONS 


Washington, May 4.—Herbert C. 
Hoover, recently named chairman of 
the food committee of the Council of 
National Defense, arrived here today 
to advise the vernment on food con- 
ditions abr and on measures the 
allied governments have taken to con- 
serve their food supplies. He divided 
the day between conferences with de- 
partment heads and preparation of a 
report on the food needs of the allies. 

“tT have been called a food dictator, 
said Mr. Hoover tonight, “but that is 
incorrect. What I am here for is to 
give my services to the nation in any 
way I can be of use. Secretary Hous- 
ton will control the country’s food sup- 
ply under bills pending * congress and 
I will assist him and the council of de- 
fense by pplying information gath- 
ered in relief work abroad.” 

Mr. Hoower said he could make no 
statement concerning the food situa- 
tion in Europe until he had made his 
report to President Wilson. 

“The report,” he said, “will indicate 
the requirements of the allied countries, 
their capacity to roduce and the 
amount of food the United States will 
have to supply. It will outline steps 
the allies ‘are taking to reduce con- 
sumption and how they are meeting 
distribution and other problems. I do 
not Know what the government will re- 
quire of me. I am acting in an unoffi- 
cial capacity and no plans have been 
made.” 

Mr. Hoover probably will report on 
prohibition abroad and present esti- 
mates of the amount of American food- 
stuffs that go into the manufacture of 
liquor in the allied countries. This in- 
formation will be turned over imme- 
diately to the department of agricul~ 
ture, which has Dr. Alonzo Taylor, of 
Pennsylvania, studyi the situation. 
The food bills pending in congress 
would give the president wer to pre- 
scribe prohibition restrictions. 

Belgian relief work will be directed 
by Mr. Hoover as heretofore. The Bel- 
gians, he said, tonight are in a fearful 
plight and reduced to rations totally 
inadequate for their needs. The sink- 
ing of five relief ships recently by the 
ermans, he said, made it impossible to 
forestall the future.

AT U-BOAT OR WHALE

Paris, Thursday, May 3.—The Gaulois 


publishes the statement of a passenger 
who arrived on the French line steamer 
Rochambeau that a shot was fired from 
that vessel on Sunday afternoon, as a 
suspicions streak of foam was observed 
in a Rochambeau’s wake. The passen- 
ger stated that another shot was fired 
at an object observed about 800 yards 
distant from the Rochambeau on the 
starboard side, although the mist made 
it difficult to determine whether’ the 
object at which it was aimed was a 
submarine or a whale. 

In all twelve shots were fired. The 
stewards assembled the passengers on 
deck about the life boats, but there was 
no excitement, the passengers remain- 
ing calm.

“It is my conscientious belief that 
in this delicate case the government 
performed its duty totally and with dig- 
nity without excess and without undue 
haste,” says the message in dealing 
with the rupture with Germany. “The 
executive acted within the limits of his 
constitutional powers and as you were 
about to meet I decided to convey to 
you knowledge of the grave interna- 
tional situation in which. Brazil finds 
herself, confident that under the ample 
powers granted you oy the constitu- 
tion your patriotism will find a way of 
manifesting itself in accordance with 
the gravity of the circumstances.”

The rain of Thursday night and Fri- 
day covered the entire state and put 


an end to a six weeks’ drought, which 
had begun to cause many crops to suf- 
fer for lack of moisture. 

Reports from southwest Georgia are 
to the effect that the rain ‘“‘came 
a needed relief” and that the hail dam- 
age was only slight. 

In eastern Georgia there appears to 
have been no considerable storm at all 
and only a negligible fall of hail, but 
a good rain which greatly helped the 
growing crops. : 

In south Georgia the storm appears 
to have been rather severe and may, 
in some instances, make replanting of 
crops necessary to some extent. The 
crop damage there, however, is not re- 
garded as at all alarming. 

In central Georgia there was consid- 
erable hail, but no great amount of 
damage, the beneficial effects of the 
rain being general.

Moore Urges the Use 
Of Nitrate of Soda 
Upon Sickly Cotton 


Bradner J. Moore, of Savannah, as- 
Sistant in boll weevil work for the 
Co-operative Extension Work in Ag- 
riculture and Home Economics in Geor- 
gia, has issued a statement to south< 
east Georgia farmers advising them to 
use nitrate of soda upon cotton which 
now has a sickly appearance. 

The statement is as follows: 

The young cotton plants should at this 
time have an oily, dark green appearance. 

A pale and sickly appearance indicates 
the lack of available nitrogen. This can be 
remedied by immediate applications of ni- 
trate of soda, and the ultimate yield will be 
greatly increased by a judicious use of this 
material. 

Ordinarily from.40 to 80 pounds of nitrate 
of soda will accomplish the desired end.

OLD ORGANIZATION 


Vote Down Proposal to Change 
Plan of Naming Board 
of Directors. 


Macon, Ga., May 4.—(Special.)—The 
only discord that has developed so far 
during the annual meeting of the 
Georgia Educational association, now 
in session here, came today when an 
effort was made to change the by- 
laws and constitution of the associa- 
tion making the board of directors 
composed of the officers and former 
vice presidents of the association. The 
suggestion met with a storm of dis- 
approval, it being contended that the 
change would be un-American and un- 
democratic, and would place the af- 
fairs of the association in the hands 
of one certain class of mén. A mo- 
tion to retain the old system of hav- 
ing the officers and the elected mem- 
ber compose the board of directors was 
later passed unanimously. 

One of the delightful affairs in con- 
nection with the convention today was 
a luncheon given at the Hotel Dempsey 
in honor of Professor W: H. Kil- 
patrick, of New York, who was selected 
this year as the principal speaker for 
the convention. Professor Kilpatrick 
is a graduate of Mercer university and 
attended that institution with many 
of the men who are now leaders in va- 
rious lines in Georgia. 

Judge Arthur G. Powell, of the court 
of appeals, acted as toastmaster and 
talks were made by Professor E. T. 
Holmes, of Gordon institute; Judge Sam

RAILROAD MECHANE 
DEMAND WAGE INCREASE 


Representatives to Meet Su- 
perintendents of Southern 
Roads at Washington. 


Savannah, Ga., May 4.—Motive power 
superintendents under the jurisdiction 
of the General Managers’ association 
and representatives of mechanics em- 
ployed on practically all railroade of 
the southeast will meet May 7, in 
Washington, D. C., to tonfer on qués- 
tions of increased rates of pay and 
shorter hours that now are pending be- 
tween them. 

Approximately 25,000 shopmen, 25,000 
miles of railroads in the southeast and 
upward of $12,000,000 per.annum in- 
creased pay are involved in the out- 
come of the conference.

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DIRECT FROM THE FARM. 


Announcement by Major Robert B. Pow- 
ers, United States army depot quartermas- 
ter, with headquarters in Atlanta, that the 
federal government will receive bids for 
food supplies for the army direct from the 
farmers, suggests an opportunity. which 
should commend itself to every wide-awake 
producer in the state. 

A popular complaint of the farmer al- 
most from time immemorial has been that 
the lion’s share of the profits on the truck 
raised by him has gone to an intermediate 
non-producing agency—characterized as “the 
middleman.” He: has grumbled because— 
according to him—he has been unable 
profitably to deal direct with the consumer 
of his produce. 

Now comes a consumer, Uncle Sam, with 
a demand for every pound of surplus food- 
stuffs, it is safe to predict, that the farmers 
of Georgia will be able to produce this year 
—surplus, that is to say, after the local 
civilian demand shall have been supplied. 
And Uncle Sam will figure with the fermer 
upon exactly the same basis as he will with 
the jobber of the “middleman.” 

Not only that, but in cases of farmers 
whose individual quantities are too small 
to warrant consideration by the govern- 
ment, Uncle Sam suggests that such small 
producers club together, pool their stocks, 
and submit bids in the aggregate. The pro- 
posal, too, applies to foodstuffs canned by 
farmers’ wives and the girls’ canning clubs 
of the state. 

Explanatory of this feature, Major Pow- 
ers said: 


“When we need 10,000 or 20,000 cans 
of tomatoes, for instance, we could hardly 
afford to consider the several hundred 
cans that some individual farmer's wife 
might have on hand, but if this house- 
wife should combine with half a dozen 
others and offer us a considerable number 
of cans, we could certainly talk business. 
More than that, the quality of such 
*home-canned’ goods, I am sure, would be 
very wholesome and very appetizing. 
The same sort of a system might be em- 
ployed by your girls’ canning clubs.” 


This is a rare opportunity, and one of 
which farmers in this section should take 
full advantage. 


STATE-WIDE. DIPPING. 


Daniel Kirkland, manager of the Denton 
Live Stock farm, Denton, Ga., in a com- 
munication to The Constitution, in which 
he describes a public cattle-dipping demon- 
stration which he had just attended, says: 


The writer has been trying to breed 
better cattle for two years and finds the 
cattle tick the greatest enemy the cat- 
tleman has to confront. No man can buy 
pure bred sires and put them down in 
ticks without a tota) loss; so, you see, 
the first thing to do toward raising bet- 
ter cattle is to eradicate the cattle tick. 
Mr. E. L. Tanner, of Douglas, Ga., has 
agreed to put in a dipping vat on his farm 
near Denton, in this: county, and the 
next dipping demonstration will be held 


there.

tion.

So, why not let him know while he lives 
that thousands of his fellow citizens hold 
him in affectionate esteem, and that they 
rejoice with him in the celebration of his 
seventieth birthday? Just tell him “Howdy,” 
or call him up and congratulate him—for 
if ever a man merited the good will of a 
community, he does. 

And it is so much better ‘to express it 
while he lives, and can appreciate it, than 
to wait until he dies and then shower his 
memory with flowers. 


THE GREEKS. 


Out of the welter and ruck of recent po 
litical events in Greece can come only the 
conclusion that the Hellenic nation may be 
relied upon as an ally of the great group 
of powers at war with Prussian junkerism. 
And when Alexander Zaimis forms the new 
Greek cabinet, which task he is reported as 
having accepted, it is pretty safe to predict 
that it will be decidedly pro-ally. : 

While Zaimis is said to be loyal to King 
Constantine—who, by the way, is king in 
name only just now—he is also declared to 
have strong leantngs toward the entente; 
and he was recently reported to have prom- 
ised to form.a ministry acceptable to the 
entente upon a certain condition, which 
prudence demands should be, and which 
undoubtedly will be invoked—that the 
Greek blockade be lifted. 

At any rate, the popular sentiment in 
Greece, among the rank and file of the 
people, is so overwhelmingly anti-Teutonic, 
against the old Greek dynasty and in sup- 
port of E. Venizelos, president of the pro- 
visional government of Salonika, that Zal- 
mis will be only making trouble for himself 
if he names a cabinet antagonistic in sentt- 
ment to the popular will. | ‘ 

.At a,meeting in Paris Thursday the 
congress of Hellenic Colonies, representa- 
tive of the most influential Greeks resident 
in the United States, England and France, 
and, in fact, all parts of the world, decided 
to issue a declaration to the governments 
of England, France and Russia that the 
congress is convinced that Constantine, “by 
his unconcealed pro-German policy” (he is 
the kaiser’s brother-in-law) “is hurrying 
Greece to certain ruin,” and it has voiced 
implicit confidence in the Venizelos govern- 
ment. 

How Venizelos feels toward the entente, 
and especially toward the entrance of the 
United States into the war, is indicated by 
the following “message to the Greeks of the 
United States,” appearing May 1 in bold 
types both in the Greek and English lan- 
guages, in The National Herald, the leading 
Greek newspaper in the United States, pub- 


lished in New York: 


You have expressed the unanimous 
sentiment of all liberal: Greeks in repu- 
diating the king, with whom, since the 
tragic events of December, the nation 
has once and for all severed every tie. 

I congatulate you on your resolve to 
devote all your strength to the noble task 
undertaken by the United States. 

In your distinguished president’s stir- 
ring and inspring declaration, defining 
America’s aims in the war, the Star 
‘Spangled Banner has become the symbol 
of humanity’s purest ideal. Devotion to 
such a cause is henceforth the duty and 
privilege of every free man. 

I am convinced that the Greeks of the 
United States, imbued with this concep- 
tion, will succeed in winning the active 
and highly valued sympathy of the great 
American nation. VENIZELOS. 


While the little kingdom of Greece has 
been sorely torn by war, she has not been 
seriously devastated, has a capable army, 
and her geographic position itself, because 
of propinquity to the Dardanelles and Con- 
stantinople, renders her of important. stra- 
tegic value to the enemies of the central] 
powers.

TIMELY HINTS FOR 
THE HOME GARDENER 


Prepared by the Office of Information 
of the United States Department of 
Agriculture for The Constitution. 


XI Radishes and Lettuce. 


Radishes and lettuce are favorite plants 
in small gardens because, while these are 
attractive additions to the table, they are in 
a way luxuries on which many housewives 
hesitate to spend money. ‘ 

‘Lettuce does not withstand heat well and 
thrives best, therefore, in the early spring or 
late autumn. In order to have the leaves 
crisp and tender, it is necessary to force the 
growth of the plant, The usual method of 
growing the plant for home use is to sow the 
seeds broadcast im the bed and to remove the 
leaves as rapidly as they become large 
enough for use. It is better, however, to sow 
the seeds in rows 14 to 16 inches apart, and 
wheh the plants come up to thin them to 
the desired distance. With the heading type 
this should be about 12 inches apart. This 
will result in the formation of rather com- 
pact heads and the entire plant may then be 
cut for use. 

In many sections of the south, the seeds 
are sown during the autumn and the plant 
allowed to remain in the ground over winter. 
Frequent shallow cultivation should be gtven 
the crop and, if crisp and tender lettuce is 
desired during the summer months, some 
form of partial shading may be necessary. 

For head lettuce, Big Boston, Hanson and 
California Cream Butter are good varieties. 
The loose-leaf lettuce, Grand Rapids or black 
seeded Simpson are recommended. 

Radishes are -so hardy that they may be 
grown through the winter in cold frames in 
the latitude of Washington, and farther south 
in the open ground. In the north, they re- 
quire hotbeds, but can be sown in the open 
ground as soon as the soil is moderately 
warm!’ They should be planted in drills 12 
to 18 inches apart and thinned slightly as 
soon as the plants are up. On a quick, rich 
soil some of the earlier varieties can be ma- 
tured in from 3 to 4 weeks after planting. 
If the plants are allowed to remain long in 
the open ground, the roots loose their crisp- 
ness and delicate flavor, and, in order to sé- 
cure a constant supply, successive plantings 
should be made every two weeks. One ounce 
of radish seed is sufficient to plant: 100 féet 
of row A large’percentage of the seed ger- 
minates and, if the sowing is done carefulty, 
later thinning may be unnecessary, Thé first 
radishes to appear may be pulled as soon.as 
they are of sufficient size, and this will leave 
enough room for those that are a little later. 
The plant is not suited to hot weather, ‘but 
shouldbe planted in the early spring and

ers. ir Phen! a good physical state and a 
happy disposition for the school child is de- 
pendent on the recess lunch. 

That a lunch should be brought from 
home and not gathered along the way is sup- 
ported by economic and hygienic reasons. The 
five cents spent for crackers at the corner 
grocery store could be used by the mother 
at home to purchase and prepare an attrac- 
tive and wholesome lunch for more than one 
day. Besides, the money given to buy lunch 
is too often spent for bilious pickles, chea 
candy, or push-cart ice cream, none of whic 
is friendly to an empty stomach. Such a 
diet may appease an abnormal appetite, but 
does not satisfy the needs of_the body. 

Not only can the lunch be prepared at 
home more economically and more hygient- 
cally, but the average Atlanta mother knows 
better than any one else what is good for 
her child to eat. What is health to one sys- 
tem is poison to another. An apple or an 
egg a day means health to many, but acute 
indigestion to some. Lemon flavor means 
delectable taste to some, but a sick headache 
to others. Bananas afford delicious nourish- 
ment to some alimentary tracts, but a spasm 
to others. Therefore, a loving, thoughtful, 
intelligent mother is the very best lunch 
packer, for she can take care of individual 
differences better than anyone else 

Teachers Study With Classes. 


Just now many teachers are studying with 
their classes the proper lunch menus and 
sending them home to be put to practical 
uses. Some very excellent composition work 


on this subject, both oral and written, is be- 
ing done even_jin the first and second grades. 
Parent-Teacher clubs also are doing some 
fine work along this line by having sand- 
wich demonstrations and round table experi- 
ences, not only about the proper recess lunch, 
but also about the home meals. At a recent 
meeting of one club, with a’ large attend- 
ance, each mother and teacher: gladly told 
oF Some way of preparing a good thing to 
eat. 

Bread and butter is the best lunch—brown 
bread, lightbread, cornbread, or biscuit. A 
bottle of milk is just the thing. Many of the 
“fifty-seven” varieties of sandwiches are 
good, Fried foods, such as eggs, potatoes 
and meats, are not good for most children; 
but boiled or stuffed eggs, baked potatoes 
and meats prepared in other ways are quite 
wholesome. Fruits .are necessities and not 
luxuries. If ¢ raw apple is not easily digested 
by the delicate child, a baked one would 
probably be, and it could easily be carried in 
paraffin paper. Nuts, especially peanuts, are 
nutritious, Tea cakes, sponge cake, and gin- 
ger cakes delight the palate of a child, espe- 
cially if they are cut heart-shaped or in some 
other attractive form. 

Suggestions for Lunches. 


The United States government issues free 
a Farmers’ bulletin, number 712, which is 
very helpful to the lunch maker. Every 
school mother should have one. I quote a few 
bills of fare from it: 

1. Sandwiches with sliced tender meat for 
filling; baked apple, cookies or. a few lumps 
of sugar. ; 

2. Slices of meat loaf or bean loaf; bread 
and butter sandwiches: stewed fruit; small 
frosted cake. 

3. Crisp rolls, hollowed out.and filled with 
tee meat or fish, moistened and season- 
° 
apple, a mixture of sliced fruits or berries; 
cake. 

4. Lettuce or celery sandwiches; cUp cus- 
tard; jelly sandwiches. 

5. Cottage cheese and chopped green pep- 
per sandwiches, or a pot of cream cheese 
with bread-and-butter sandwiches; peanut 
sandwiches; fruit; cake. 

6. Hard-boiled eggs, crisp baking-powder 
biscuit, celery or radishes, brown sugar or 
maple sugar sandwiches. 

7. Bottle of milk, thin 
ter, dates, apple. 

8. Raisin or nut bread 
orange, maple sugar. 

9. Baked bean and lettuce sandwiches; ap- 
ple sauce, sweet chocolate. : 

The way a lunch is wrapped has much‘to 
do with the happiness of a child as well as 
his nutrition. Boys and girls are ashamed 
to carry baskets and boxes. Besides they 
do not like the responsibility of them. Nor 
do.they like a big, ugly bundle. Men in- 
stinctively dislike carrying packages, espe- 
cially a newspaper parcel, and so the. bud- 
seer | men in the sixth and seventh grades 
will not carry a lunch unless it is wrapped 
in a neat pocket-size. Paraffin or waxed paper 
for the inside and brown wrapping paper for 
the outside can be bought very cheaply. and 
should be used for hygienic and aesthetic 
reasons. Prettiness and neatness affect the 
appetite favorably. EMMA WESLEY.

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TO HELP RECRUITING — 


Local Army and Navy Of- 


' ficers Suggest Appoint-| 


ment of Committees by 
Mayors of Georgia Cities. 


in order to stimulate recruiting, 
which has reached a low ebb in all 
branches of the service, local recruit- 
ing officers suggested yesterday that 
the mayors of all incorporated towns 
in the state appoint a committee of 
three in each of their respective com- 
munities ¢o be known as committees on 
patriotic service. 

Active committees of this kind work- 
ing in every community could do won- 
ders in increasing enlistments, it is 
believed. Literature Will be freely 
furnished to all such committees from 
the recruiting offices here. Applica- 
tion should be made ¢o Captain G. V. 
Heidt, of the army, and Lieutenant H. 
R. Keller, of the navy, both fifth floor 
Federal building. 

Need Public Co-Operation. 


“We cannot bring recruiting up to 


what it ought to be without the cordial 
co-operation of the public officials 
throughout the state,” declared Captain 
Heidt Friday. “The postmasters have 
been helping us and many of them 
have done good service, but more than 
half of the postmasters of Georgia 
have yet to send in a recruit. 

“We are in the midst of the most 
serious situation in our history, exceed- 
ing possibly in its peril both the revo- 
lutionary and civil war crises and vast- 
ly wider than the yin its scope. We 
have been repeatedly warned by those 
in authority at Washington as to the 
possibilities of the danger. Yet I re- 
gret to say that our people are not 
aroused as they should be. 

“Young men liable to military serv- 
ice cannot be expected to respond as 
they should so long as their elders re- 
main apathetic. The time is past for 
talking and the time for action has ar- 
rived. If the mayors in every organ- 
ised community will name an active 
committee to co-operate with the re- 
cruiting officer and with the govern- 
ment in other branches of patriotic ef- 
fort, they can persuade a large number 
of young men to do their duty who 
ae otherwise not rise to the occa- 

on.” 

The suggestion is also made from the 
war partment in Washington that 
recruittg officers might, through the 

stance of committees of patriotic 
citizens, obtain the services of locally 
organized fife and drum corps, dressed 
in continental costumes, in each of the 
towns in which there is a regular re- 
cruming station. It is believed that 
such drum corps would be of great 
service in arousing the patriotic ardor 
ef their respective communities and in 
stimulating recruiting. 


Boy Allowed te Enter. 


Captain Charles Famel, of the Phil- 
Rene scouts, who has been ‘assisting 
tain Heidt in recruiting, returned 
ay from a trip to Macon, Columbus 
“7 other Georgia cities in which sub- 
stations are located.

Cc captain Famel was so impressed with 
the boy’s enthusiasm that. when he 
heard his story, he waived the defi- 
ciency in weight and sent the boy to 
Atlanta, prouder than he could ex- 

ress, now that he was allowed to wear 

Tnele Sam’s uniform and fight for his 
country.

Bohm declared Buchanan “only 
smiled” when asked about the report 
that he had received $5,000. 

The witness testified that while con- 
nected with the council he felt uneasy 
as to the sources of the funds with 
which it was financed. He _ several 
times asked Martin and other defend- 
ants for the truth because he felt that, 
as a labor representative, he was re- 
sponsible to his organization. He al- 
ways was assured, he said, that the 
money came from “business persons 
who sympathized with peace move- 
ment.

Washington, May 4.—An appeal to 
the railroads to “show whaj they can 
do for their country” by iInstituting 
operating reforms and economies dur- 
ing the war was issued tonight by the 
national defense council’s general rail- 
road board. 

Definite recommendations are made 
in the statement, including longer loco- 
motive runs, heavier loading of. cars, 

uicker handling at terminals, reduc- 
tion of idle time and local meetings 
among railroad employees and ofti- 
ciale to impress upon every railroad 
man the necessity of doing his full 
patriotic duty. 

Already the roads of the country 
are operating as a unit in the interest 
of national defense and the detailed 
recommendations of the board, work- 
ed out after exhaustive conferences, 
form the program by which the ad- 
ministration expects to bring to a 
basis of war efficiency every portion 
of the 262,000 miles of road which

Training Camp and Field 
Must Be Free From Vice, 
Say State Universities 


Washington, May 4.—The National 
Association of State Universities at a 


special meeting here today adopted 
resolutions dec oring the readiness of 
the states ‘‘to put all their institutional 
resources, material and human,” at the 
disposal of the national government for 
the period of the war. 

The president and congress are no- 
tified that the universities are willing 
to readjust their curriculum and ac- 
tivities so far as may be in the na- 
tional interest. The resolutions also 
urge that the results of the effort to 
increase production of food supplies 
“be not wasted in the manufacture of 
intoxicating liquors during the war, 
and that promp¢ and effective measures 


be taken to maintain the honor of 
| the army and navy and to protect the 
ancient reputation for decency and 
manliness by taking such steps as 
may be necessary to protect them from 
the presence of vice in training camp 
and field.”

AMERICANS LEFT TO DIE 
BY GERMAN SUBMARINE 


‘Glasgow, Scotland, May 4.—(Via Lon- 
don.)—-Captain S. S. Harris, of the 
American tank steamer Vacuum, which 
was stunk by a German submarine, and 
four survivors from that steamer who 
landed with him on the Scottish coast, 
suffered terrible hardships after leav- 
ing their vessel and are now in a hos- 
pital for treatment. Only three out of 
eighteen men in the captain's boat sur- 
vived their awful experiences, while in 
another boat in which there were nine 
men, two died of exposure. 

Captain Harris, in talking with an 
Associated Press representative today, 
said that the boats, three in number, 
were all in readiness and that in less 
than three minutes after the torpedo- 
ing the entire complement of the ship 
with the exception of four men of the 
engine room staff, who were either 
killed by the explosion or injured so 
badly they were unable to escape, 
were taken off the ship. A _ strong 
breeze was blowing from the west, the 
sails were set and a course struck due 
east. The boats quickly separated. 
During the afternoon the captain’s boar 
meeting an unusually high sea, cap- 
sized. Fortunately the men were able 
to right her, but an hour later she again 
turned turtle and this time four men 
perished. 

Ik was intensely coli when night fell 
and ten of the fourteen men remaining 
in the boat died from exposure. The 
boat was overturned twice in the dark- 
ness and it was only by superhuman 
exertions that the sailors were able to 
right her each time and get aboard 
again. The second mate died soon after 
the last of these experiences. 

About noon the next day Captain 
Hagris came across the number three 
boat. Seven of the nine men in it sur- 
vived, two dying of exposure during the 
night. The captain and his comrades 
were transferred to the number three 
boat, making up her crew to ten. They 
landed the ‘next morning, but one of 
them died soon afterward.

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FOR PART IN WAR 


By Rearrangement of the 
Hospital Work Services of 
83 Physicians and Internes 
Will Be at Disposal of the 
Government. 


Planning to do its part in the war 
between Germany and the United States 
Grady hospital authorities last night 
decided that the work of this institu- 
tion can be carried on by 35 physicians 
and six internes thus leaving at the 
disposal of the government the services 
of 77 physicians and six internes who 
are now connected with Grady. This 
number of men will be almost sufficient 
to equip an army division of some 22,- 
000 men on a five-mile trench front. 

This decision was reached at a joint 
meeting of the medical staff and board 
of trustees held last night at the hos- 
pital. 

The meeting was held at the re- 
quest of the surgical department of 
the council of national defense, Grady 
being required by the order to fur- 
nish the names and addresses of all 
doctors on the medical staff, the names 
of those volunteering to serve, the 
names of doctors who could be spared 
and the names of doctors needed to 
carry on the municipal work of the in- 
stitution. 

St-.ff Readjustment. 

The purpose of the defense council's 
order was to allow Grady the oppor- 
tunity of so readjusting its medical 
staff that the work of the hospital 
would not be crippled. 

A committee was appointed to name 
the doctors available for war service, 
and 35 physicians were selected to stay 
at home at a meeting held after ad- 
journment of the joint session. The 
names of the other physicians will be 
sent to Washington as “can be spared.”’ 

in selecting these men the committee- 
men stated that they were governed by 
— and physical unfitness for war

PROF. VAWTER WAS SANE 
TWO DOCTORS DECLARE 


When He Wrote Heth Latter 
“‘Now Could Love Mrs. Vaw- 
ter With Less Fear.” 


Christiansburg, Va. May 4.—The 
prosecution in the trial of Charles E. 
Vawter for the murder of Stockton 
Heth, Jr., devoted itself largely today 
to efforts to prove that Vawter was 
sane when he wrote Heth asking that 
a whisky bill be paid and telling him 
that he “now could love Mrs. Vawter 
with less fear.” 

The jury will betakento Blacksburg 
tomorrow morning to go over the Vaw- 
ter home, where the tragedy occurred 
on the morning of March 13. 

Dr. J.. A. Knoblin, of Radford, in an- 
swer to a hypothetical question, said he 
considered Vawter sane when he wrote 
Heth. Dr. J. C,. Dowman, of East Rad- 
ford, also declared the writer of the 
letter was sane. Dr. W. A. Wilson, of 
Radford, said the missive was written 
by a degenerate. 

Dr. T. P. Campbell, dean of Virginia 
Polytechnic institute, where Vawter was 
an instructor in mathematics, who ar- 
rived at the Vawter home soon after 
the shooting, said Bernard Williams, 
the student lodger, had told him that 
Heth said: “Bull, I tried to keep Vaw- 
ter from shooting me. I tore the sleeve 
of his shirt trying to keep him from 
shooting me, but I could not.” 

Professor Vawter was recalled for a 
few minutes this afternoon and said 
the college authorities had not com- 
plained of his lack of attention to duty, 
but he understood students had done so. 

A. N. Keith, foreman on the Heth 
farm, testified that at the time Pro- 
fessor Vawter took his son to Lynch- 
burg for an operation he overheard a 
conversation on the telephone between 
Vawter and Heth in which he said 
Vawter told Heth where he was going 
and that his wife was going to a 
friend’s home in Roanoke and that he 
could find her there. Keith was mer- 
cilessly grilled for what the prosecu- 
tion termed his “eavesdropping” on an 
extension telephone at the farm. 

The defense rested this morning 
after presenting ¢wo witnesses who tes- 
tified that they saw Vawter between 
9:30 and 10:30 o’clock on the night of the 
shooting and that he was not drinking. 

Mrs. Vawter was not recalled to the 
stand today for continued cross-exami- 
nation, as had been expected. 

The prosecution has abandoned intro- 
duction of Heth’s dying statement, a 
document that has formed basis for 
considerable speculation as to possi- 
bility of its containing material facts 
not made public when Heth’s brother 
gave the statement to the press follow- 
ing Stockton Heth’s death. 

One of the features of the trial, in 
the minds of spectators, was the man- 
ner in which Mra. Vawter maintained 
herself in the face of cross-exami- 
nation, 

Mrs. Vawter resisted all efforts of 
Attorney J. L. Lee to break down her 
testimony. :

No Separate Peace, Says Milukoff. 


Foreign Minister Milukoff addressed 
the demonstrators from the balcony of 
the palace, saying he was fearful not 
of Milukoff, but for Russia. If the 
inscription interpreted the feelings of 
a majority of the citizens, he asked 
what must be the condition of Russia. 
The entente allies.would say Russia 
had betrayed her allies and had struck 
her name from the list of the allied 
powers. 

“The provisional government cannot 
accept that view of things,” continued 
M. Milukoff. “I declare to you that the 
provisional government and myself, as 
minister of foreign affairs, will defend 
a position in which no one will dare to 
charge Russia with ¢reason. 

“Never shall Russia consent to a sep- 
arate peace. 
; “The provisional government is a 
sailing vessel which can only move 
with the help of the wind. We look, 
then, for your trust, which is the wind 
that is to make our ship go forward. 
I hope you will supply us with that 
breeze, and that your confidence will 
aid us in propelling Russia towards lib- 
erty and prosperity and in upholding 
the dignity of our great, free country.” 

The words of the foreign minister 
evoked hearty cheering and the demon- 
strators dispersed. 

RUSSIA TO STICK, 
WASHINGTON SAYS. 

Washington, May 4.—Disquieting re- 
ports from Petrograd of differences be- 
tween the provisional government and 
committees of workmen and soldiers 
are causing concern here, but it: was 
said after today’s cabinet meeting that 
no official information had been re- 
; ceived to shake the confidence felt 
here that the Russian democratic lead- 
ers will hold their organization to- 
gether and keep up the fight against 
Germany. 

One effect of the reports probably 
will be to hurry the departure of polit- 
ical and economic and railroad com- 
missions which President Wilson is 
sending to aid the provisional govern- 
ment in rehabilitating Russia economic- 
ally and industrially.

his decision to send Elihu Root to 
Petrograd because of the agitation 
against him by some socialists in this 
country.

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OVER PEAGE TERMS 


Controversy’ Between Big 
Annexationists, Little An- 
nexationists and Advocates 
of No Annexations—Beth- 
mann-Hollweg Silent. 


—— 


Copenhagen, May 4.—(Via London.)— 
The silence of German Imperial Chan- 
cellor von Bethmann-Hollweg concern- 
ing Germany’s peace terms, if, as de- 
clared, it is based on a desire to avoid 
disrupting the unity of feeling in the 
country by discussion of contentious 
questions and not, as some uncharitable 
German critics assert, upon the absence 
of a definite government peace policy, 
has failed of its object. An acrimonious 
controversy is now raging in Germany 
between the big annexationists, the lit- 
tle annexationists and the advocates 
of no annexations and indemnities 
whatever. \ 

The Pan-German league has sent cir- 
culars to its branches throughout the 
country asking them to organize pees 
ings everywhere in the interests 0 
“German peace’ and against the s0- 
cialist peace program, The conserva~ 
tives have introduced an interpellation 
in the reichstag in an endeavor to smoke 
out Von Bethmann-Hollweg and force 
him to declare himself for or against 
the Scheidemann program. The nme § 
cals have introduced a similar interpel- 
lation in the Prussian diet. 

The revival of the activity of the 
imperialistic organizations of agricul- 
ture and industry, who were responsible 
for the famous suppressed circular of 
the six leagues with a sweeping annex- 
ationist program in 1915, is marked by 
the issue of a stiffly-worded pronuncia~- 
mento from a long list of agricultural, 
industrial and even religious organiza~ 
tions. The Pan-German league and the 
army and navy leagues are demanding 

eace with indemnities, increased terri- 
ories and greater power for Germany. 


Peace Views of Socialists. 


e socialist meetings, on the other 
naa are making and strengthening 
ublic opinion for a peace with no in- 
Semnities and no annexations. The so- 
cialist leaders obviously are endeavor- 
ing to sweep the government and the 
imperial chancellor into a declaration 
of the German peace aims on similar 
lines and which could be used at the 
stockholm conference.

‘Orne conservative interpellation in the 
reichstag declares that the socialist 
resolution for peace without annexa-~ 
tions and indemnities, together with 
the absence of a definite announcement 
on the imperial chancellor's part, has 
evoked deep disquitude in a wide circle 
of the German people because such a 
peace would be incompatible with Ger- 
many’s vital interests and asks the 
chancellor to state his attitude on the 
socialist peace program. he last 
phrase clearly is a play a ainst the re- 
cent socialist assertions that they had 
won the chancellor and the government 
to their program. 

The pronunciament of the imperial- 
istic organizations declares that the 
socialist proposals are depressing and 
shameful to all patriots, Germany, it 
says, needs and must have indemnities 
for her enormous sacrifices and to de- 
velop economic, cultural and social lite 
after peace is declared. Germany must 
secure better protection for its fron- 
tiers, land for settlement and food pro- 
duction, the stren ening of its naval 
position and the improve condition of 
its industries by.greater supplies of 
raw materials. is, in turn, makes 
gure and. neccessary armamens for the 
defense of the fatherland. 


What Demands Mean. 


Translated into plain language, those 
demands mean the acquisition of the 
rich mining districts of northern and 
northwestern France, laying hand upon 
the Belgian coast for naval base pur- 
poses and the extension of the German 
frontier eastward. They show that 
the important forces in agricultural 
and industrial life have abated nothing 
of the program for the most sweeping 
annexations laid down in the six league 
manifesto of 1915. 

Government appeals for harmony gnd 
restraint also have not availed to keep 
the discussion out of the reichstag 
where, in a little curtain raiser to the 
expected great debate, Deputy Zim- 
mermann, national liberal, and Deputy 
Schiele, conservative, have interjected 
into the budget discussion a demand 
for an indemnity. Deputy Zimmermann 
expressed satisfaction over the news 


‘of America’s financial help to the al- 


lies, which, he said, would facilitate 
the task of the collection of the ulti- 
mate billions of indemnity. Deputy 
Schiele spoke in a similar vein and ar- 
gued that wixhout an indemnity Ger- 
many faced ruin. 

Deputy Keil, socialist, accepted the 
challenge and declared that the Ger- 
man nation was unwilling to continue 
the sacrifice of its sons merely in an 
attempt to fill its pockets with gold. 

All in all, it looks as if Von Beth- 
mann-Hollweg will be forced in self 
defense to make a further statement on 
Germany’s peace terms, but he has wide 
possibilities for unclear and general- 
ized declarations to which he is ad- 
dicted.
